Replacing court with 
crew allows boys, girls 
to represent Regatta 


This year, when Regatta Festival 
Queen 2000 Sara Fisher hands over her 
crown, there won’t be anyone to take it. 

Taking the place of the 103-year-old 
traditional court — made up of four 
princesses and one queen — will be a 
modernized crew made up of five girls 
and five boys. Two co-captains — a 
male and a female — will take over the 
duties of past queens. 

“Tt really brings us into a new era,” 
said Janie Disrude, Regatta Association 
publicity director. 

The idea to transform the Regatta 
Court into the Young Ambassadors 
Crew was suggested by Regatta 
Association President Michael Foster. 

“JT believe it is more in keeping 
with the times, with both boys and 
girls representing the community at 


large,” he said. 

After Regatta Board Members dis- 
cussed the issue, they realized that a 
number of festivals, including the Rose 
Festival, are considering including 
young men. 

“Tt shows vision,” Disrude said. 

Clothing five girls and boys is going 
to be cheaper than clothing five girls in 
formal wear and crowns, Disrude said. 

The boys and girls will wear khaki 
shorts and a polo shirts. For more for- 
mal events, the boys will wear blazers, 
shirts and ties, while the girls don three- 
piece navy outfits. 

Disrude said the experience prepares 
the participants for real-world settings, 
and with several speaking engagements 
planned. Participants will have the 
opportunity to sharpen their public 
speaking skills. 

Each of the crew members will 
receive a $500 scholarship; the two 
chosen as co-captains will receive a 
$1,000 scholarship.

The Astoria Regatta Festival is one 
of those things. 

Known as the oldest festival in the 
Northwest Association (whose mem- 
bers include the Portland Rose Festival 
and Seattle’s SeaFare), Astoria’s annu- 
al Regatta festival has been drawing 
crowds to the shores of the Columbia 


into 


River every August for more than a 
century. 

The first festival was celebrated in 
1894 to coincide with the end of a suc- 
cessful fishing season. Since that time, 
it has evolved into a five-day extrava- 
ganza filled with parades, boat races, 
classic car shows and food that makes 
mouths water. 

At the height of its success in the 
early 1900s, the Regatta attracted the 
attention of folks all the way down to 
San Francisco. During that time, races 
were scheduled for just about anything
